The only way in which high wages can 
be paid ig by increasing production, and, 
by this means, cxtending our markets. 
It is true that just now the world, and 
especially Europe, ia hungering for 
manufactured producte. Despite the’ 
war-time efforts of some of the nations 
that were not so deepiy involved as tho 
British, there is likoly to be a demand 
for some time which will keep the 
factorics busy.

The British 
manufacturer has gong through the 
Stress and stnain of the last four-and-a- 
half years and he stands to-day, in all 
respects, except in the matter of wages 
to the workers, in a better position than 
before the war, Mr. Kettaway said that 
Great, Britain is now “' firs, in the world 
in almost every sphere of industrial 
effort.’ That position bas been won 
despite the menaco of war, and we can 
surely hope that it will be maintained in 
péace 

There are two things that may endanger 
our national position and efficiency.: 
They are internal political strife and 
Government ‘interference, It is the im- 
posing figure of Geonas SizpHenson that 
stands out among the men of the last 
century ag the chief cause of world-wide 
change, for the railway mado ii, possible 
to invade and exploit vast “ back blocks ” 
and to reach markets and raw materials 
that must otherwise have remained isolat- 
ed. We sincerely hope that there will 
goon be a big development in railway and 
other tranaport work in China and that 
some of our locomotives are destined to 
serve that end. We wish tha, we had 
more confidence in the attitude of the 
Imperial Government in regard to trade 
probleme of the Far East, but there are, 
happily, many signs that the people con- 
cerned with such matters out here intend 
to take corporate action if their intereste 
aro neglected. The opposition of the 
lecal Governmen, to the demand for the 
exclusion of the Germans showed the com- 
mercial men of this Colony the value of 
resolute action and combination.

- to this country they seem to fall instine 
tively into the system and range of our 
public life. To am not aggesting for a 
Moment that they cense to be true Ameri 
cans, I believe the Foreign Office would 
say thay no more viligant exponents o7 
the interesiy af their own country than 
the ‘-erican Ambassadors are known in 
Dov ning Btreet, But if I may speak 
fron: our point of view, we look upon 
them ar belonging to our race. We re- 
gard the American Ambassador ac 
almosy, a domestic Ambassador. We tak 
him into owr public life. 


MAKING UF PEACE. 


We arg standing upon the threshold of 
“a new era.” I believe that never on 
any previous occasion have the problemy 
which confronted our diplomats here and 
abroad been greater than those which are 
likely to be laid before ua in the eu- 

suing years. The war has been won, ar 
all but won. I cannot help sometimes re. 
gretting tha, it wag not prolonged a 
ittle longer in order to effeed a mnore, 
compkte victory, (Cheers.) But evea 
although the war hag been won, peace 
has not been won. The winning of peace 
Js the greates, constructive task that has 
ever been put on the shoulders of any 
combination of peoples. J venture upon 
this statement, that that task can only be 
successfully confronted if America and 
Great Britain stand side by ride to 
shoulder the burden. (Cheers.) For 
more than a century past there bas been 
no war between our two countries, Dur. 
ing that time the ties of a common 
race, of common laws, and of a common 
Janguago have been drawing us closor 
and closer together. (Cheers.) But 
throughout that time we have been living 
an a world where the old-fashioned 
rivalries, jealousies, dangers, 
titions have gurrounded Us on every side 

Jt has been, essentially, not free from 
wars—wars dynastic, wars for frontiers, 
wara for ambition, wary for trade, He 
Must bo blind who dues not see that jf 
we do not get out of that era now—the 
most golden opportunity the world has 
ever seen— the war will have been thrown 
away, and be must bo blinder still who 
docs hot see that the leaders in that tank, 
bringing us to a higher plane and in 
pursuit of a higher idenl, are the United 
States and Great Britain. (Cheers, ) 

Ii your country and mine atand 
together wo can make peace—such. 2 peace 
as wo desire, And when I say your 
country and mine, I am not eliminating 
the co-oporation of our great Allies on 
the Continent. But I am apeaking of the 
English-speaking peoples when I gay 
that if we stand 1ogether we can make 
the peace. wo desire, and if we remain 
together after the pence we can guarantee 
it for the future. (Cheers.) Our two 
countries govern or administer Romothing 
like 600,000,000 of’ the population of the 
globe, which, I believe, is rather more 
than one-third.

Do. ning Street. Bat if I may speak 
from our point of view, we look upon 
them as belonging to our race. We re 
gard the American Ambassador or 
almon, a domestic Ambassador. We tak: 
him into our public life. 


MAKING UF PEACE, 


We are stunding upon the threshold of 
“a new era.” 1 believe that never on 
any previous occasion have the problems 
which confronted our diplumats here and 
abroad been greater than those which are 
likely to be laid before us in the eu- 
suing years. The war has been won, ar 
all but won. I cannot help sumetimes re. 
pretting tha, il wag not prolonged a 
ittke longer in order to effect a more 
complete victory, (Cheers.) But even 
although the war hag been won, peace 
has not been won. The winning of peare 
ds the greates, constructive task that has 
ever been put on the shoulders of any 
combination of peoples. I venture upon 
this statoment, that that task can only be 
successfully confronted if America and 
Great Britain stand side by side to 
Bhoulder the burden. (Cheers.) For 
More than a century past there has been 
no war between our two countries. Dur. 
ing that time the tics of a common 
race, of common laws, and of a common 
Janguago have been drawing us closar 
and closer together, (Cheers.) But 
jbroughout that time 'we have been living 
ain a world where the old-fashioned 
rivalries, jealousies, dangers, and compo. 
titions have gurrounded ug on every sida 
It hag been, essentially, not free from 
wars—wars dynastic, wars for frontiers, 
wars for ambition, wary for trade. He 
must be blind who doeg not see that ji 
we do not get out of that era now—the 
miost golden opportunity the world bas 
ever scen—the war will have been thrown 
away, and he must be blinder still who 
docs not sce that the leaders in that tank, 
bringing us to a higher plane and in 
pursuit of a higher ideal, are the United 
States and Great Britain. (Cheers,) 

If your country and mine etnnd 
together we can make peace—such a pence 
as wo desire. And when I say your 
country and mine, I am not eliminating 
the co-operation of our great Allies on 
tho Continent. But I am spenking of the 
Englishepoaking peoples when I gay 
that if Wo stand together we can make 
the pence. we desire, and if we remain 
together after {he peace we can guaranteo 
it for the future. (Cheers.) Our two 
soountries govern or administer something 
like 500,000,000 of’ the population of the 
globe, which, I believe, is rather more 
than one-third. That means that tho 
balaneo of tho world’, destinies is in our 
rigp. We can swing it this way or that

Such things cannot be too 
often repeated; and had 1 the opportu- 
nity I would say to every A'merican, and 
would repeat to every Briton—‘ These 
are indeed -your kinsmen; study them; 
understand them, learn to give and take 
with them, and guard their friendship as 
a sacred thing.’ (Cheers.) 

But after the history of these last red 
yearg how little need there seems for 
such a lesson, Har it not been burned 
into our hearrs by the fire; of war, and 
marked in Pentecostal blood on the 
lintels of our homea? I would not_ wish 
to weaken by any exaggeration of phrase 
the tribute of America and her people 
to the manner in which Great Britain 
and the Britoas have borne themselves 
throughout this wai. but it would not be 
easy to exaggerate, if one desired, their 
admiration for’ your courage, your 
gleadfastness, and your dogged endur- 
ance. From the fateful dayg of August, 
1914, when you made your prompt deci- 
sion, when in support of .your pledged 
word to martyred Belgium you threw 
into ‘the trembling Beales all ihag you 
-had ‘and all that you might:hope to be, 
their ,pulse hag beat with-sympathy and 
understanding, for they knéeW, that you, 
God helping you, could .do.no other, 
They watched your heroic army throw 
itself acrosg the Channel and fight its way.
